Initially, Examiner notes that box 7b above has been checked to ensure the arguments filed after-final remain of record. The arguments 
have been deemed not persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Applicant argues first that Ravenscroft does not disclose a middle tubular member configured to engage the hub. However, Examiner 
notes that Ravenscroft was not relied upon for this teaching, and therefore this argument is moot. 

Suon has been used to teach the claimed retrieval apparatus. It is the Examiner's position that the middle tubular member (60) is 
CAPABLE of engaging the hub. This is merely a functional limitation, therefore the need for an explicit statement in the prior art teaching 
this limitation is NOT needed. Although the middle tubular member of Suon is larger than structure 12 (analogous to the hub of 
Ravenscroft), there is nothing preventing that hub and the middle tubular member from contacting one another if the hub is not centered 
within the tubular member. 

Examiner also notes that the arms (52) are a part of the elongate inner member (51 ) and therefore are capable of grasping the apical head. 
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
